To  His  Excellency,  Geo.  F.  Drew,  Governor: 

Sik:— I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  you  the  warrants  issued  from  tliw 
office  during  1877,  tind  those  for  the  expenses  of  the  tiscal  year  endia^; 
Decenr»ber  31,  1877,  and  the  several  heads  of  expenditure  under  wliicl* 
they  were  drawn.  The  latter,  including  the  amounts  due  and  unpaid  for 
the  expenses  of  1877,  (herewith  presented,)  will  show  the  ai^gre^ate  of 
same  for  that  year. 

The  receipts  at  the  Treasury,  for  the  fiscal  year  1877,  are  herewitk 

:£iven. 

Also  the  total  amount  received  at  the  Treasury,  through  the  Comptrol- 
ler's ofBce,  tor  the  redemption  of  lands  sold  to  the  State,  under  Sectioa 
59  of  the  act  chapter  1976  of  February  17,  1874.  and  the  act  chapter  204« 
of  March  7,  1877. 

There  is  appended  a  tabular  statement,  showing  the  gross  and  ne< 
amount  of  all  State  taxes  assessed  for  the  year  1877,  in  each  of  the  coun- 
ties of  the  State,  the  gross  and  net  amount  of  all  State  taxes  upon  licenses, 
&c.    The  table  is  made  up  from  the  tax  b(X)ks  as  returned  by  the  several 
Tax  Assess(^rs,  and  except   in   three  instances  (Dade,  Hillsborough  and 
Santa  Rosa)  these  otficers,  from  not  receiving  them  in  time,  could  not  ob- 
serve the  instructions  from  this  office  relative  to  a  reduction  in  the  State 
Tax  Proper  from  seven  to  six  mills,  the  reduction  in  the  General  Sinking 
Fund  and  Interest  Tax  from  three  to  two  mills,  and  the  assessment  of  a 
uniform  Special  Sinking  Fund  and  Interest  Tax  of  one  mill.    In  conse- 
quence of  this  the  gross  and  net  amount   of  taxes  under  these  respective 
heads,  as  8h«wn  by  the  tax  books,  is  greater  by  the  difference  between 
what  the  revenue  law  of  1874  directs  to  be  assessed,  and  the  rate  directed 
by  this  office  to  be  collected.    As  for  instance,  the  gross  amount  assessed 
under  the  law  on  the  aggregate  value  of  the  taxable  property  returned 
($30,898,247,)  at  seven  mills  would  be  $216,287.73,  and  the  State's  propor- 
tion of  the  poll  tax  added  will  make  the  gross  sum  given  in  the  tabic, 
viz:    $236,939.89;  whereas,  under  instructions  from  this  office,  while  the 
assessment  has  been  made  at  seven  mills,  the  tax  collected  will  be  at  the 
rate  of  six  mills,  and  this  rate,  on  the  $30,898,247  returned,  makes  the  gross 
amount  collectable  $185,389.48,  and  with  the  poll  tax  added,  $206,939.48. 
And  so  with  respect  to  the  Interest  and  Sinking  Fund  Taxes.    The  grosa 
amount  of  the  General  Interest  and  Sinking  Fund  Tax  is  relumed  im 
the  tax  books  as  $91,590.29,  when  it  is  but  $61,796.49,  and  the  Specis^ 
Sinking  Fund  and  Interest  Tax  is  $30,898.25,  instead  of  $40,12446  as  i«- 
turned  by  the  Assessors.

the  law  jind  accompany  this  report.  More  than  on.-  Uuiidred  accounts  re- 
mained unadjusted,  some  of  them  running'  back  sev.ral  years  at  the  begin- 
ning ot  the  year  1877.  These  l.ave  required  .Hietul  investiffalion  and 
lengthy  statement,  wiih  reference  t.o  asceriainim,'  their  true  condition.  Of 
tliese  some  thirty-five  have  been  carefullv  made  out  and  forwarded  t.. 
Stale  Attorneys  for  suit,  and  the  work  o'f  completing  these  statemenis 
is  now  in  hand.  Tiiese  accounts  do  not,  of  coursti,  all  show  "defalca- 
tions," in  the  sense  of  moneys  collected  and  withheld  from  the  Slate,  and 
some  of  tliem  may  be  properly  adjusted  before  judirment  is  rendered. 

llie  aggregate  amount  of  balances  due  on  tbe  accounts  sent  to  Stale 
Attorneys  loots  up  $89,098.94.
